The 16th Battalion, Central Reserve Police was deployed 
in Jammu on the Indo-Pakistan border. On the 3rd February, 
1967, while a party consisting of Jemadar Sadhu Singh arid 
4 constables was patrolling the border, they were fired upon 
by the Pakistani Rangers from close range. A bullet hit 
Shri Harphool Singh, Constable, in the chest and another 
bullet passed through the turban of Jemadar Sadhu Singh. 
The C.R.P, party immediately took tip positions and fired 
back. The other Pakistani posts in the vicinity also started 
heavy fire. Shri Sadhu Singh undeterred and unmindful of 
the heavy fire, took Shri Harphool Singh on his back and 
crawled a distance of about 300 yards in order tot bring him 
to a place of safety. 

In view of the heavy Pakistani fire, reinforcements were 
sent for from the C.R.P. Post, which were immediately sent 
under the command of Shri Kali Ram Sharma. While he 
was proceeding to the scene of the encounter, a Pakistani 
bullet struck him just below the kneo and he was badly in- 
jured. On seeing this, Shri Surat Singh, Constable crawled 
out of his position and in disregard Of the Pakistani fire, 
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removed Shri Sharma to a safer position, about 30 yards 
away. Thereafter Major C. K. Gopal, Second-in-Command, 
lifted Shri Sharma on his back and crawled about 1000 yards 
in order to take him to a place of safety. 

It was due to the gallantry displayed by Major C, K. 
Gopal, Shri Sadhu Singh and Shri Surat Singh that the lives 
of Shri Kali Ram Sharma and Shri Harphool Singh were 
saved. 

2. These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and in 
the case of Shri Sadhu Singh and Shri Surat Singh the awards 
carry with them the special allowance admissible under rule 
5, with effect from the 3rd February, 1967.

On the 26th January, 1968 Shri Bhaiyl'al Mishra received 
information that a gang of dacoits led by Jagdish Singh was 
hiding in a house in village Ainth-ka-pura. Shri Mishra 
collected the available Police force and proceeded towards 
the village. After marching a distance of 5 miles at night 
he surrounded the place where the dacoits were hiding and 
called on them to surrender. The dacoits opened fire on 
the Police party. In the ensuing encounter one dacoit was 
killed and another was arrested. At this stage the dacoits 
tried to escape over the south-eastern wall of the houso, 
Shri Mishra saw through the ruse. In disregard of his per- 
sonal safety and heavy fire, he rushed alone to the south- 
eastern side of the house in order to cut oil the escape route 
of the dacoits. In doing so, Shri Mishra received a bullet 
injury but he remained undeterred and exhorted his men to 
deal with the desperados. 

It was because of initiative and courage of Shri Bhaiyalal 
Mishra that one of the dacoits was killed and another 
arrested and a large quantity of arms and ammunition was 
recovered.
